To  the  CHAIRMAN  and  MEMBERS 

of  the  EBBW  VALE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  ended  3 1st  December, 
,964.  It  is  made  in  accordance  with  the  memorandum  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  area  of  the  Ebbw  Vale  Urban  District,  is  6,869  acres,  with  an  estimated 
,)Opulation  of  28,100  which  is  the  population  given  by  the  Registrar  General  for 
.jalculation  purposes.  The  Census  taken  in  April  1961,  showed  the  population  to 
be  28,631. 

The  number  of  births,  still-births  and  deaths  assigned  to  this  area  are  those 
registered  during  the  year  1964  as  adjusted  for  inward  and  outward  transfers.  The 
returns,  as  submitted  by  the  Registrar-General,  will  be  used  for  calculations,  and 
it  should  be  noted  that  these  figures  do  not  correspond  with  those  compiled 
locally.  This  is  particularly  so  with  regard  to  the  registration  of  births,  as  records 
of  inward  transfers  are  not  included  in  returns  made  by  the  Local  Registrar.

BIRTHS 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  locally  during  1964  was  539-274  males 
and  265  females;  6 males  and  5 females  being  illegitimate.  Of  this  number,  how- 
ever, 201  children  (101  males  and  100  females,  including  2 male  and  2 female 
illegitimate  births)  were  born  to  persons  not  normally  resident  within  the  district, 
thus  leaving  a total  of  338  ‘local’  births — 173  males  and  165  females. 

The  figures  returned  by  the  Registrar-General  were  246  males  (7  illegitimate) 
and  240  females  (9  illegitimate),  a total  of  486.  The  difference  of  148  between 
our  totals  and  those  of  the  Registrar  General’s  is  due  to  the  fact  that  records  of 
inward  transferable  births  are  not  received  by  this  Department. 

In  1964  the  general  birth  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  was  17-29,  the 
male  birth  rate  was  8-75  and  the  female  8-54,  whilst  in  1963  these  rates  were 
8-71  and  9-37  respectively.  The  illegitimate  live  births  expressed  as  a percentage 
of  the  total  live  births  was  3-29.  In  1963  this  figure  was  4-14%. 

The  number  of  still-births  was  15  and  the  still-birth  rate  per  thousand  total 
(live  and  still)  births  was  29-94.  In  1963  this  figure  was  15-53.

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INFANTILE  MORTALITY  1955  - 1964 
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DEATHS 


THE  return  of  deaths  as  received  from  the  Local  Registrar  showed  the  total 
number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  Ebbw  Vale  area  during  1964  to  be  238,  but 
of  this  number  33  were  persons  normally  resident  elsewhere,  i.e.  outward  trans- 
fers. The  number  of  residents  who  died  within  the  area  was,  therefore  205  - 120 
males  and  85  females.  The  inward  transferable  deaths  (residents  who  died  outside 
the  area)  totalled  108  - 63  males  and  45  females;  thus  the  total  number  of  deaths 
from  all  causes  assigned  to  this  area  was  313  - 183  males  and  130  females.  The 
Registrar  Generals  fiigures  were  317  - 184  males  and  133  females. 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  the  year  1964  was  11.28.  The 
male  death  rate  being  6.55  and  the  female  4.73.  In  1963  these  rates  were  6.63  and 
4.92  respectively. 

In  the  following  table  the  death  rates  per  thousand  of  the  population  for 
the  past  five  years  are  compared  with  those  for  the  County  of  Monmouth,  England 
and  Wales.  The  Local  rates  have  been  adjusted  by  use  of  the  comparability  factor 
for  the  appropriate  year;  C.F.  Deaths  - 1.23.

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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 

NO  cases  of  diptheria  were  notified  in  this  area  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  against  diptheria  during  1964  was  347 
of  which  number  343  were  under  five  years  of  age.  The  protection  may  be 
obtained,  free  of  cost,  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  surgeries  of  the  medical 
practitioners,  and  at  this  office.  It  is  still  difficult,  however,  to  convince  people 
of  the  immense  value  and  continuing  necessity  of  the  protection  afforded  by 
immunisation. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  can  be  given  in  doses  either  alone  or  in  combina- 
tion with  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  (lock  jaw)  commonly  known  as  the  ‘three 
in  one.’ 

The  following  table  shows  the  numbers  of  children  in  specified  age  groups 
immunised  against  Diphtheria  during  each  of  the  past  five  years.

NO  cases  of  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fever  were  notified  during  1964. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

DURING  the  year  thirteen  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified,  twelve  respiratory 
and  one  non-respiratory.  There  was  one  death  from  respiratory  tuberculosis. 
Seven  of  the  thirteen  cases  notified  were  admited  to  Sanatorium. 

Fourteen  cases  of  tuberculosis,  notified  during  previous  years  were  removed 
from  the  register. 

Eaeh  case  notified  is  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Health 
Visitor  and  a report  upon  environmental  conditions  is  sent  to  the  Area  Chest 
Physician  and  the  County  Medical  Officer.  The  welfare  facilities,  e.g.  occupational 
therapy,  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority,  and  financial  assistance  etc., 
which  may  be  provided  by  the  National  Assistance  Board,  are  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  patients.  This  Authority,  in  addition,  offers  rehousing  where 
necessary. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  all  contacts  to  be  seen  at  the  Chest  Clinic  for 
skin  tests,  x-rays,  and  possibly  B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

Skin  testing  for  tuberculosis  was  carried  out  in  the  ‘under-fives’  at  the  Child 
Welfare  Clinics  and  at  this  Office.  Children  of  school  age  were  offered  the  same 
facility,  and  all  positive  skin  tests  were  passed  into  the  care  of  the  Chest  Physician. 
Skin  test  negatives  in  the  age  group  thirteen  years  and  over  were  offered  B.C.G. 
Vacination. 

Patients  from  this  area  attend  the  Chest  Clinics  at  Pentwyn  House,  Ebbw 
Vale,  and  Llanarth  Road,  Pontllanfraith.  The  figures  in  the  tables  below  (supplied 
by  the  Area  Chest  Physician)  relate  only  to  those  patients  seen  at  the  Ebbw  Vale 
Clinic.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

(County  Council  Service) 


THERE  are  three  child  welfare  clinics  in  the  district — one  at  Cwm,  one  at  Ebbw 
Vale,  and  one  at  Beaufort.  The  ante-natal  clinics,  where  routine  blood  groupings 
and  Rhesus  factor  tests  are  carried  out,  are  held  weekly  at  Ebbw  Vale  and 
fortnightly  at  Cwm. 


HEALTH  VISITORS 

THERE  are  four  Health  Visitors  who  are  concerned  with  the  School  Health 
Service,  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  Ante-Natal  Services,  Home  Visiting  at  all  ages  and 
who  work  closely  with  the  General  Practitioners  and  the  Area  Medical  Officers. 


MIDWIFERY  AND  HOME  NURSING 

(County  Council  Service) 

FIVE  midwives,  in  the  employ  of  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council,  practice 
in  the  district.  Home  Nursing  facilities  are  available  to  all  necessitous  cases,  and 
employed  in  this  respect  are  six  whole-time  district  nurses. 


HOSPITALS 

THERE  is  one  Hospital  in  the  district — the  Ebbw  Vale  General  Hospital,  where 
both  medical  and  surgical  cases  are  treated;  and  the  Rookery  Maternity  Home. 
All  cases  of  infectious  diseases  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  sent  to  isolation 
hospitals  outside  the  area,  there  being  no  local  facilities.  Medical  cases  are  also 
admitted  to  Nevill  Hall  Hospital,  Abergavenny;  mentally  ill  patients  are  treated 
at  Pen-y-Val  Hospital  and  Maindiff  Court,  Abergavenny  and  other  centres. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICES 

(County  Council  Service) 

THE  ambulance  services  are  controlled  by  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council 
with  the  control  centre  at  Caerleon.  The  local  depot  is  situated  at  Tredegar. 


DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICES 

(County  Council  Services) 

THE  establishment  of  the  Home  Help  Service  in  Ebbw  Vale  as  at  31st 
December,  1964  was  72  part-time  home  helps.  During  the  year  assistance  to 
households  was  given  on  1,007  occasions — of  these  819  were  to  persons  over  65 
years  of  age.  Of  the  remaining  188  visits,  5 were  to  persons  who  were  mentally 
ill,  2 to  maternity  cases,  and  76  were  miscellaneous. 
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MEDICAL  APPLIANCES  SCHEME 

(County  Council  Service) 


THE  Monmouthshire  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  ap- 
pliances, e.g.  air  beds,  air  rings  etc.,  issued  under  this  scheme.  The  Depots  are 
staffed  on  a voluntary  basis  by  members  of  the  British  Red  Cross  and  the  St. 
John’s  Ambulance  Brigade. 


LABORATORY  SERVICE 

THE  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  directed  by  the  Medical  Research 
Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Specimens,  including  milk,  water  and  ice- 
cream samples,  are  sent  for  bacteriological  and  pathological  examination  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Clytha  Square,  Newport.  The  chemical  examination 
of  water  and  the  estimation  of  atmospheric  dust  fallout,  as  collected  by  the 
deposit  gauges,  are  made  by  the  Public  Analyst  in  a private  capacity. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  s.47 

NO  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  s.47  of  the  above  .■\ct,  which  provides 
for  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  who  : — 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  diseases,  or,  being  aged,  or  physically 
incapicitated,  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving  from  other 
persons,  proper  care  and  attention. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

PUBLIC  cleansing  during  the  year  was  maintained  at  its  usual  high  standard.  In 
some  areas  collection  was  daily,  in  others  twice  weekly.  Equipment  in  use  was 
4 bantam  side-load  Karriers;  2 dual  tip  Karrier  lorries;  1 mechanical  gully 
cleanser  and  1 mechanical  sweeper.  The  Chaseside  Loader  continued  to  help  in 
successfully  controlling  the  tipping  at  the  official  disposal  sites. 


CONCLUSION 

I WISH  to  express  my  complete  satisfaction  with  the  manner  in  which  the  Staff 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  have  carried  out  their  work  and  the  keen 
interest  displayed  by  Members  of  the  Council.

THE  rehousing  of  families  from  slum  clearance  properties  was  limited  by  the 
slow  housing  progress  but  a total  of  49  families  were  rehoused  during  the  year.

The  above  table  gives  details  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  12  months, 
1st  January  to  31st  December,  1964,  regarding  infestation  in  various  properties 
throughout  the  area. 

The  more  heavily  infested  parts  of  the  sewers  were  also  treated  on  two 
occasions  during  the  year  and  a total  of  449  manholes  were  dealt  with.  The 
poisons  used  for  both  sewer  and  surface  infestations  were  Warfarin,  Arsenic 
and  Zinc  phosphide,  and  the  bait  used  with  these  poisons  being  sausage  rusk 
or  bread  crumbs.  In  all  cases  the  treatment  carried  out  proved  to  be  very  effective.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


THE  water  supply  for  the  area  is  derived  from  two  reservoirs,  Upper  and 
Lower  Carno,  on  the  Llangynidr  Moors,  and  these  are  suplemented  by  two 
electrical  pumping  stations  on  the  Claisfer  Stream  in  an  adjoining  valley.  Both 
reservoirs  are  equipped  with  a set  of  roughing  filters  together  with  a number  of 
open  filter  beds.  After  passing  through  these  filters  the  water  is  chlorinated. 

The  water  is  conveyed  to  the  Town  and  to  the  Blaina  Urban  District  by 
means  of  cast  iron  gravitated  mains.  The  supply  is,  on  the  whole,  adequate  and 
satisfactory,  but  shortages  do  occur  during  periods  of  excessive  drought.  Restrict- 
ions on  supply  then  have  to  be  imposed. 

Routine  tests  of  the  water  are  carried  out  by  the  waterworks  personnel  and 
the  staff  of  the  Surveyor’s  Department.  These  include  daily  chlorine  tests,  and 
monthly  pH  and  silica  tests.  Details  of  all  samples  taken  by  the  Health  Depart- 
ment and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  are  given  below.  The  results  of  samples  submited  for  chemical  exam- 
ination are  also  shown.  In  all  a total  of  seventy  samples  were  taken  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  and  eight  for  chemical  analysis.  The  chemical  analysis  are 
carried  out  by  Messrs  G.  Rudd  Thompson  and  Partners,  Dock  Street,  Newport.

SWIMMING  BATHS 

THE  indoor  swimming  baths  continued  to  be  well  used  througout  the  year,  both 
by  the  general  public  and  the  Education  Authorities. 

The  bath  measures  110  ft.  x 42  ft.  with  a varying  depth  from  3 ft.  to  12  ft.  Sins. 
There  are  47  changing  cubicles  provided  for  men  and  25  for  women,  with  a total 
capacity  of  800  baskets. 

The  bath  is  fitted  with  two  horizontal  high  pressure  filters  and  a chlorination 
plant.  Space  and  water  heating  is  carried  out  by  oil  fired  boilers. 

During  the  year  10  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  exam- 
ination and  2 for  chemical  analysis.  All  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


THE  very  few  properties  that  are  still  not  connected  to  the  sewer  system  are  so 
far  from  the  system  that  conversion  is  quite  impracticable. 

The  area  is  served  by  the  Western  Valley  trunk  sewer  with  a main  outfall 
at  Newport,  whilst  surface  water  is  collected  in  a separate  sewer  draining  to  the 
River  Ebbw.  The  drainage  system  has  proved  to  be  mainly  satisfactory.
